Hump. Faith he ſaid not much to me , but I ſup- 
poſe he had ſaideno ugh to my Landlord. 

Rog. And was this all your Landlord faid to 
you ? had you nothing to ſay for your {elf ? you 
ſpake rationally the laſt time we were together. 

Hump. May, 1 was forward enough to ſpeak Ile 
aſſure you; And 1 tald them, I was ſure our old Mem- 
bers would b: for the rooting up of Popery, and would 
ſtand fliflly againſt Arbitrary Government, 

Rog. What ſaid they then ? 


Hump. My Landlord laugh*d at me, and told me

Ways a Kings-man,and 1 would be taught to joyn with

19::1d pull down the King and the Biſhops, and ſet up 
a Common-wealth again. 

Kog. Well Nunp, 1 believe thee to be an honeſt 
Man,and there be many in this Land of thy con- 
dition, that are not of any great reach in polli- 
cies and tricks of State-Mountibanks,and ſo may 
be eaſily perſwaded upon falſe grounds, to betray 
your Country,your liberties,lives,and Religion.

bor. if the Court be corrupt,and that thoſe who 
ſhould do juſticeand maintain truth, who ſhould 
only ſeek the good of the King & his Kingdom, 
(for the ones good is inſeparably the others)and 
ſhould Aft According to Laws ; do notwith- 
ſtanding all things quite contrary, and by Unjuſt 


and Undue, Unlawful, & Siniſter ways & means, | 


ſcek to oppreſs and enſlave the people,and to ſet 


up Arbitrary Government, and the Religion of | 


Rome, to maintain their own Greatneſs and In- 
tereſts;ſhall not the Peoplewho feel the Burthen

Rog. And yet you pit it to the venturR, in voting 
for one you know nor, one {et up on purpoſe by + - 
intereſt, to put by our good & truſty old Members. 

Hump. 1 confeſs I deſerve to be hslf-hang'd ; but 


good N, y rage what is this Arbzrary Government 


ſo often ſpoke of ? my Landlord atzg?d me what it was, 
end in geod faith I could not anſwer him ,- but My. 


Tantivy ſard,it was the Goverrment of a proud, ma- 


lipert, Arbitrary, Presbytcriaw Clergy-A1zn in every 
Fariſh, and that the people ape ſetting up again. 

Rog. So all the 7 antivies in England interpret 
it, bur Neighbour, Ple tell you what I mean by it 
ina Ward, It 1s a Government ofthe Prince or 
Monerch,by his own will, without circumſcripti- 
on of Laws, & then God-buye to all the pzoples 
priviledges and properties , and our long-kept 
Liberties, ſo dear to all crue Englih-men, & then 
you may be made the princes ſlaves, to bear the 
burthens of his Fzmizarzes, and not dare to com- 
plain, not ſuffer*d rocall any thing your own, to 
pay Taxes, Impolitions, Gabells, Exciſe, at your 
Princes pleaſure, and not by your own conſent :

your canghters 1 be his Cooks and Drudges.He 
will take your biel, your Corn, your Houſes, 
and all you have 37 1118 ptcaſare ; aud to ſatisfie 
the rapucious tr: mor of his Courticrs and Con- 
cudiues : Hewiil tced his Servants with your 
bread, and cloath them by your labour and toy], 
what you tweat for they ſhall enjoy. He willrule 
you withan Army, with Captains of thouſands, 
of hundred and fifties, and you ſhall not dare to 
complain of Oppreſlion, and this Neighbour, is 
the true Character of Arbitrary Government. 

Hump. O Weizghbour, my heart trembles !. what a 
Rogue was 1 to Vute at Random, when our all lies at 
ſtake : I aid not thirk we had put ſuch a Truſt into the 
bands of eur Parliament-men; I thought,alas ! as ma- 
ny do, that we choſe only for Form-ſake,and that they 
were only called ro Parliament to give the King money, 
and to do what he would have theni, and we have paid 
fo many TI axes already,and given ſo mich money,that 
[ wiſhed in my heart there would be ns more Parlia- 
ments 11 my azys.. 

Rog. You ſee you were miltaken,*8s the great- 
cſt truſt that can be put into the handsof men, 
when we ſend tothe Paritament our Repreſen- 
tatives, for we entrult them with our Religion, 
Lives, Liberties, and Property. all we have:; fo 
they may preſerve them to us, or give them from 
us,and thereforc Neighbour, we ought to be care- 
ful in whom we put this greatgruſt,and not to be 
perſwaded by our Landlard, or by any flattering 
Courtier or Horn-winding Tantivie ofghem all, 
to chooſe thuſe whom we know not, and are not 
well aſſured of, and that we dare rot Confide in. 

Hump. I hepe gener-lly theſe who zre now choſen 
to Sit at Oxford, are Men if ſound Loyalty to their 
Prince, and of the Eſtablifid Religion of the Church 

of England, of honeſt Principles, and lovers of their 
Conntry. 

Rog.Such as fear not the Calumny of Pamphlet- 
ing Whiflers, and will, if they may be permitted, 
heal our Breaches, maintain our Religion, and 
ſecrre our Property, and priviledges : And God 
in Heaven bleſs them, and proſper their good 
Endeavours, and {9 Neighbour Good-night,
